His treatment was harsh and often 
violent. Tilton confessed criminality 
with other women. She never con­ 
fessed anything of the kind. The let­ 
ters used by Tilton were written by 
him and copied by her when sick and 
out of her head. She never confessed 
1o Miss Anthony that Beecher and 
herself had committed adultery, but 
did tell her that her husband lmd ac­ 
cused them of it. In conclusion, she 
says that Tilton alone is responsible 
for the disruption of the family. 
Tilton has written a letter to the 
comm itteecomplaining of their course; 
declaring that lie has no confidence in 
the result, and that he lias determined 
to place the whole matter before the 
Courts, and lias been instructed by his 
counsel to hold no further communi­ 
cation with the committee.

The five 
year old orange trees are worth $2 50 
each, to say nothing of the 40,000 
smaller trees, the lime grove and the 
long lines of cj’press. It is a valuable 
and beautiful home, and has all grown 
out of the ground in five years. W hat 
Mr. R e e d has done hundreds are doing 
and thousands may do. But here 
comes in the question, what are we to 
do and on what are we to live during 
the five years our trees are growing ? 
The answer is, cultivate your ground— 
raise grain and small fruit. Your 
nursery will take up but a small space, 
arid the remainder of your eighty 
acres you may plow and sow—and 
reap. This is the way Mr. R e e d lived 
and thrived, and others may do as he 
has done.

The San Fernando Oil-well Boring 
Company had a meeting yesterday in 
this city. The Secretary’s report 
showed an expenditure, up to the 
present time, of seventeen hundred 
dollars. Mr. Spangler, the Superin­ 
tendent of the well, was present and 
reported that the well was ninety-four 
feet deep, with considerable oil running 
into it; that they drilled seven to nine 
feet per day ; and that everything was 
in perfect order, and working like a 
charm. When we consider the work 
that has been done, and the material 
on hand, we must commend this Com­ 
pany for economy. Fifteen hundred 
dollars, the amount paid for an en­ 
gine and set of tools is said to be very 
cheap. This does not include the der­ 
rick, freight, and labor of putting the 
machines up. Success to the Well- 
boring Company ; may they strike 
It big ! 


The Assessment Rail for the Year 1873. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : A long column of 
figures presents nothing very attract­ 
ive; it is eminently suggestive of un­ 
liquidated grocer’s bills, and generally 
gets the go-by. But in a leisure mo­ 
ment to-day my eyes accidentally fell 
upon the Assessment Roll of Los An­ 
geles county for the year 1874, and 
noted some things there that are 
rather startling to our pride as a citi­ 
zen of the empire county of the South. 
At first we were disposed to attribute 
it to typographical error, but on ex­ 
amining other papers the facts stood 
out witn redoubled force. 
I shall not attempt to analyze the 
whole of the Assessor’s report, but 
confine myself to one or two items. Is 
it possible that this county produces 
but 719 tons of grain of all sorts, worth 
but $7,195? Or that 1,141 tons is the 
extent of the hay product in this 
county ? Think for a moment, reader, 
of our broad fields! Or that we have 
but seventeen miles of irrigating 
ditches, valued at the magnificent 
sum of two thousand dollars. To bal­ 
ance all this, however, we have a very 
flattering showing in the dog line. 
The number given is 1,301, and the 
value $6,610—a little less than the 
whole grain crop! I have no objec­ 
tion to the value placed on these curs, 
but am iuclined to think the number 
greatly underrated. But I have no 
time to pursue the subject farther, my 
only object being merely to call your 
attention to the matter. H a m p d e n .

Negro Alley, the Chinese quarters, 
has, as all know, on either sidelong 
rows of tumble-down adobe buildings, 
which present all of the characteris­ 
tics of ancient ruins, with little of 
their usually attributed poetry. The 
awnings which run along the fronts 
of the buildings have long since ceased 
to bo ornaments, if they ever were 
such. Here and there the roof has 
taken a crazy tilt up or down, the soil 
which covered it in lieu of thatch is 
gone and numberless sky-lights im­ 
provised by time and the elements let 
streaks of sunshine through the fast 
decaying mass. 
“On every hand the aspect Is tho same. 
All ruin’d, desolate, forlorn and savage.’’ 
The buildings are divided into little 
apartments, low ceiled, and almost 
guiltless of windows, and these are 
filled to their utmost by Celestial hu­ 
manity, in all of Us various phases. 
The la'undryman, the shpetnaker, the 
shop-keeper are ranged along-, side by 
side, in their little seven-by-nine 
quarters, together with various nonde­ 
script establishments whose exact 
character it is not necessary for us to de­ 
fine. Besides accommodating the ne­ 
cessary channels of .trade, the apart­ 
ments all do double duty as domiciles, 
lodging and eating houses, and estab­ 
lishments whose character we shall 
state hereafter. 
At night, the scene is a busy one, 
lights are all burning, and the inhab­ 
itants are constantly passing to 
and fro, buzzing in their odd lingo, 
like a hive of bees. This is prolonged 
far into the small hours of the morn­ 
ing. It was twelve o’clock when we 
arrived upon the scene. Our com­ 
panion stuck his head into one apart­ 
ment where a conclave of Celestials 
were seated around, and saluted them 
with, “Hi, John! Gee Lung here?” 
Gee Lung was the man upon whom 
we hinged our hopes of being shown 
through the settlement with some de­ 
gree of accuracy and intelligence. We 
wished him for an interpreter. But 
Gee Lung was not forthcoming, and 
we were obliged to make several other 
ineffectual inquiries for him before he 
stood before us. 
The first room which we visited was 
a gambling house, where the Chi­ 
nese game of “Tan” was in pro­ 
gress. We entered through a sort 
of ante-room, passing the man who 
was keeping guard over the en­ 
trance, with a familiar word from our 
interpreter. Within, the apartment 
was devoid of household eifects ex­ 
cept a long table covered with a mat­ 
ting of rush, around which the players 
were thickly gathered carrying on 
their game. “Tan” is a game of odd 
and even, played by any number who 
can accommodate themselves about 
the board. At one end the dealer or 
banker if stationed with a pile of 
bright little copper chips or coins each 
witli a square hole in the center. He 
raKes out a portion of them with his 
hands into a separate pile, and places 
a metallic cover over it. Then the 
bets are made, whether the pile con­ 
tains an even or odd number of pieces 
and the players stake the amounts of 
their venture. When this part of the 
proceeding has been accomplished, 
the banker removes the metalliccover 
and proceeds to rake back the coins 
four at a time with a small stick. 
The number is even; the bank wins, 
the man at the head of the table 
gathers in his harvest of dimes, and 
the game proceeds. 
Turning from the crowd so eagarly 
engaged in this (to us) some what mo­ 
notonous pastime, we entered another 
room where a party of Mexicans were 
seated at a long, narrow table 
playing the Spanish keno game, 
Here was a motley group, young and 
old, women, men and boys, were 
closely intent upon the proceeding. 
Eacii player was provided with a 
small board, somewhat resembling a 
checker-board, only that the different 
squares were adorned with pictures. 
A Mexican of rather fine appearance 
stood at the head of the table and con­ 
ducted the game. Before him was a 
board similar to those which the play­ 
ers had, only lurger and oovered with 
all of the pictures introduced, whereas 
the others had each only a part of 
them. In his hand he held a good 
sized copper vessel shaped somewhat 
like a mammoth egg and fitted with a 
cover. Into this he placed a lot of 
small wooden checks, each bearing a 
picture corresponding to one on his 
board. When he had the checks well 
shaken up in his chance box, he open­ 
ed it, and drew them out one by one 
naming the characters upon them in 
turn in a kind of sing-song monotone, 
not unlike the "Two-and-a-half-mark- 
twain” of the man who heaves the 
lead on a Missouri river steamboat. 
Now he sings: “ E l Nin-a—la rosa de 
Caslill-a—la Mariposa—-la borreg-a." 
As he called the name of a picture 
upon the board of any player, that in­ 
dividual took a bean from a pile in the 
center of the table and placed itthere- 
ou. Meanwhile the caller placed his 
check upon its corresponding picture 
on his board, and proceeded with his 
melody. The money In the game was 
put up by the players in a “pot,” as it 
is called in corrupt English, and this 
was taken by the successful one who 
had the first continuous row of beaus 


across his hoard, or by the caller if he 
succeeded in like manner. Although 
John is not responsible for this inge­ 
nious kind of gambling, still we have 
introduced the scene as we saw it 
among the Chinese queer ways. Our 
next experience was in a room where 
three parties wereengftged in as many 
different kinds of gambling. In one 
corner four of the Mongolians wore 
hob-nobbing over a table and rattling 
dominoes; a second party had a vain*’ 
of draw-poker in progress; and a third 
wasconductinga game of “ tan,” simi­ 
lar to that which we have described, 
If you wish to read character drawn 
out upon a page truthfully and unerr­ 
ingly, watch the face of a man en­ 
gaged in a game of chance, with money 
staked on his operations. 
What a 
study was that before us as weohserved 
the four men who shuffied their cards 
and exchanged their dollars! That 
man on tho other sido is a queer one. 
He is large and brawny for one of his 
race, and hears the marks of hard 
out-door labor both in bis person and 
dress. His face Is pitted over like a 
placer digging with the small pox and 
nis right optic is set away in his head 
at an angle of forty-five degrees with 
its proper dead level. Ho is a labor­ 
ing man, as our compauiuu informs 
us, and industrious, too; lie isalso one 
of the worst gamblers In the place. 
To-day he played and lost-—making 
way with four hundred dollars, they 
say; to-night he is winning, and he 
has his ili-gotten profits in a little pile 
of silver on the table beside him. How 
that off-eye dances and skips and 
twinkles about, peering around the 
board, watching every movement that 
is made! Not a card is dealt or taken 
up or shuffled hut he see9 it. And 
well he may he on the lookout fer he 
has three other old heads to play 
against, whose faces would make al­ 
most as interesting a study as his 
own. But we cannot stay longer to 
watch their manoeuvres. The party 
at this game of “ tan ” are not so ex­ 
cited as the first we saw. Fvidently 
they are of a higher grade than the 
others—perhaps the aristocracy of the 
heathenish society. The cleanly-kept 
fellow who conducts the game is a 
very polite looking rogue, surely—as 
all accomplished gamblers are—and 
he performs hispartof the programme 
with as much nonclialenceas he would 
in picking your pocket or cutting your 
throat. 
Our friend offers to bet a 
short bit on the turn of the game, 
staking his money on even num­ 
bers. No ; they all shake their 
heads; his bet is refused, and they 
they politely inform him that he don’t 
nnderstand the game and had better 
keep out. Very sage counsel, truly, 
and honestly given! 
Many other places we visited 
on our rounds, but time and 
space forbid a detailed account 
further. 
In some places we found 
the people at work; in others 
lounging around; many gambling in 
ways similar to those which we have 
described; some smoking opium, and 
some scenes, amotig the rest, which 
would hardly figure in print to good 
advantage. We had the pleasure of 
formiug the acquaintance of an opium 
smoker and inspecting closely the 
modus operandi of this peculiar form 
of dissipation. The man was reclin­ 
ing lazily upon his divan, as is the 
custom while smoking, and his mood 
was most affable, to be sure, for so 
short an acquaintance. Sometimes in 
the intervals of our plgeon-English 
conversation, he would open upon us 
with a volley of his pure mother 
tongue which was quite discouraging 
to one whose early education in that 
particular branch has been so sadly 
neglected. During our confab, as an­ 
other mark of his good humor, he 
suggested, Would we smoke? We 
were compelled to decline his kind 
oiler, and reluctantly bid him a final 
good night, wishing him happy dreams 
and a light headache in the morning. 
At last we drew our strange ramble 
to a close and leav ng the still busy 
Chinatown behind us, we sought our 
homes as the clock struck the hour of 
two.
